However fierce 
the political turmoil might become.jpve 
had hoped to continue pleasant busi­ 
ness and social relations with those of 
opposite party affiliation

The constitution guarantees the ne­ 
gro political equality with the white 
man. 
That this sweeping concession 
to the black race was a monumental 
blunder is now admitted by the best A- 
merican thought, regardless of party 
sympathies. 
However it is law. and 
Republicans are at liberty to court the 
affiliation of negroes in the party coun­ 
cils. 
Social equality and amalgamation of 
the races is not guaranteed by the con­ 
stitution; it cannot be; and it will Lev­ 
ee be! The suggestion of such equality 
is resented by not only all self-respect­ 
ing whites but also by self-respecting 
negroes. 
So regardless of political predjudice 
or rivalry, any conduct of political or­ 
ganizations which tends to encourage 
the leveling down process and to oblit­ 
erate the racial distinctions is deeply 
to be deplored and is justly regarded 
with indignation by the community. 
The full fraternization of the races 
in last week’s convention was resented 
and denounced by republicans 
them­ 
selves. both from the North and from 
the South; some refused to participate 
in the proceedings because of it. Inti­ 
mate contact with the 
negro race is 
really desired no more by respectable 
northern people than it is by 
south­ 
erners; no more by Republicans than 
by Democrats. Sensible negroes know 
it. 
Yet 
many a negro would sign 
away his vote for life for a 
Republi­ 
can white m an’s hypocritical hug.

STRANGE SAVAGE CUSTOM 


Weird Tribal Ceremony of the Natives 
of the Anglo-Abysslnian 
Boundary. 


Some remarkable tribal customs are 
reported by an expedition sent into 
the comparatively unknown countries 
between the Abyssinian capital and 
the northwest of Lake Rudolf, in the 
neighborhood of the Anglo-Abyssinlan 
boundary. 
While the expedition was fit ting; out 
at Majl, the Abyssinian post in the 
southwest, the local Shankalla king 
died.

Their Merit Recognized and Reward 
ed Earlier Than It Ie at 
Home. 


Once more an American artist's pin 
lure holds the place of honor at the 
exhibition of the Royal Academy 
in 
London. 
Sargent had attained that 
honor; now it Is Abbey’s turn, with a 
picture distinctly American in subject, 
representing Columbus landing in the 
new world. 
Several other w» 11-known 
American artists figure among the no­ 
table exhibitors. 
In the two annual 
picture shows now open hi Paris, the 
same fact is true, reports the New 
York World. 
American artists frequently complain, 
as do singers and musicians, that the 
surest way to distinction at home is 
’■ecognition abroad. 
The protest im­ 
plies that merit is not so readily ac- 
:epted here as merit as it is In France 
md England. 
The distinction attained by Sarg nt 
In London has done more than all his 
iarly successors in this country to as- 
jure his preeminence. The same may 
be said to be true of Abbey, although 
fame came to him easy as an illustra­ 
tor. Something may be due to the cir­ 
cumstance that for years both have 
done most of their work abroad. 
Be­ 
yond a doubt, however, art is viewed 
far more hospitably In Paris and Lon­ 
don than in New York. 
We have yet 
no art exhibitions that occupy so large 
a place in popular life as the regular 
shows of the two foreign capitals. 
It is noteworthy also that more con­ 
temporary American artists have room 
in Hie Luxembourg museum, where lite 
lng painters must await admission te 
the Louvre, than in our own Metropol­ 
itan.

Christian life means warfare. 


Go forward to tight the foe. God is 
never defeated. 
He has led us into 


battle that we might get the blessing. 
Loved ones have been lost, but it is 
easy to give them up if they are ready 
to meet God, but there are people all 
over this country who are shipwrecked 
and are going down to death. 
Do not 


get discouraged with the battle of life- 
Be a good soldier upon the battlefield. 
No man can claim to be justified in 
turning away from the way of right- 
eousness. Stay close to your God. 


I f you go to following Him afar off 


the Devil will lead you into the brush 
Keep your eye on the Son of God." 


Here Bro. Oliver 
condemned the

However it is law, and 
Republicans are at liberty to court tht 
affiliation of negroes in the party coun- 
cils. 


Social equality and amalgamation ol 


the races is not guaranteed by the con- 
stitution; it cannot be; and it will nev- 
ee be!

So regardless of political predjudice

honor; now it is Abbey's turn, with a 
picture distinctly American in subject, 
representing Columbus landing in the 
new world.

picture shows now open rn Paris, the 
same fact is true, reports the New 
York World. 
American artists frequently complain, 


u do singers and musicians, that the 
surest way to distinction at home is 
recognition abroad. 
The protest Im- 


plies that.merit Is not so readily ac- 
cepted here as merit as It to In Franc* 
md England. 


The distinction attained by Sargent 


In London has done more than all his 
>arly successors in this country to as- 
4ure his preeminence. The same may 
be said to be true of Abbey, although 
fame came to him easy as an Illustra- 
tor. Something may be due to the ctr- 
•uimstance that for years both have 
done most of their work abroad. 
Be- 


yond a doubt, however, art is viewed 
far more hospitably in Paris and Lon- 
don than in New York. We have yet 
no art exhibitions that occupy so large 
a place In popular life as the regular 
shows of the two foreign capitals. 


It 1? noteworthy also that more con- 


temporary American artlsU have room 
In the Luxembourg museum, where liv- 
Ing painters must await admission te 
the Louvre, than In our own Metropol- 
itan. 
The Paris list counts about 25, 


among them Whistler, Sargent. Win- 
slow Homer, La Farge.

first week In April all the gray geese 
In the Outer Hebrides collect In ono 
place before taking their departure foi 
their nesting haunta within the Arctic 
circle.

a lifetime. 
The vast host of birds 


stands packed together In a huge pha- 
lanx till the kins of the graylege starts 
the night. As the old leader ascends a 
hundred thousand voices salute him, 
but none stlra till from overnead he 
gives the call for hla subjects to fol- 
low him. 
Some fifty birds rise In the air and 


follow him. and as they go gradually 
assume the wedgellke formation, with 
three single birds In a string at the 
apex of the triangle, and In a few min- 
utes are out of sight. When they have 
been fairly started the king returns, 
and after a few minutes rest he rises 
Into the air again, and the same pro- 
cess Is gone through before he leads 
off another batch.

MEASURING DEPTH OF AIR 


Atmospheric Envelope of Earth De- 


termined by Interesting Scien-

However it is law, and 
Republicans are at liberty to court the 
affiliation of negroes in the purtj coun- 
cils. 


Social equality and amalgamation of 


the raced is not guaranteed by the con- 
stitution: it cannot be; and it will nev- 
ee be!

cepted here as merit as it to in Franc* 
ind England. 


The distinction attained by Sargent 


In London has done more than all his 
sarly successors in this country to as- 
4ure his preeminence. The same may 
be oatd to be true of Abbey, although 
fame came to him easy as an lllustra- 
tor. Something may be due to the clr- 
tumatance that for years both have 
done most of their work abroad. Be- 
yond a doubt, however, art la viewed 
far more hospitably In Parts and Lon- 
don than in New York. We have yet 
no art exhibitions that occupy so large 
a place in popular life as the regular 
shows of the two foreign capitals.

MIGRATION OF JVILD GEESE 


How • the 
Old Leadftr of a Honk 


Gathers Xt and- Start* on 


Its Journey. 


At the end of March or during th* 


first week In April all the gray geese 
In the Outer Hebrides collect In ono 
place before taking their departure foi 
their nesting haunta within the Arctic 
circle. 
To estimate their numbers In impos- 


sible, and to behold this vast con- 
course of geese as one of the Bights of 
a lifetime. 
The vast host of birds 


stands packed together in a huge pha- 
lanx till the king of the graylegs starts 
the night. As the old leader ascends a 
hundred thousand voices salute him, 
but none stirs till from overnead he 
gives the call for his subjects to fol- 
low him. 


Some fifty birds rise In the air and 


follow him, and as they go gradually 
assume the wedgellke formation, with 
three single birds In a string at the 
apex of the triangle, and In a few min- 
utes are out of sight. When they have 
been fairly started the king returns, 
and after a few minutes rest he rises 
Into the air again, and the same pro- 
cess is gone through before he leads 
off another batch. 


Again and again he returns until all 


are gone but 300 old veterans, which 
rise to meet htm In the air as he files 
back to them.
